Drew my breath {:r[t in the happy

cord (above foure and forty yeers 
together) as well by the peoples 
obedience to Her 1n — of Her juſt Preroga- 
tives,and ſhe again not trampling on their Liberties 
and Priviledges, that the whole World admired at 
their unity. 

Out of that heavenly unity,the Ezg/zþ Nation, who 
were naturally valiant and active, (and indeed her 
times produted great and Noble Actions)were kept 
from (loth and idlenefle,tor what with her Majeſties 
aſſiſting the French King in his Civill warregher re- 
leeving the States of Holand againlt Spaines tyranny, 
Her wraſtling in Ireland, to civilize and ſuppreiſe 
thoſe notorious and barbarous Rebels,and the many 
A 2 voyages 
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voyares made out of this Kingdome to unknowne 
parts of the world, the Engliſh were ſo implayed 
(and 10 well they managed their 1mployment) that 
they brought home to their Prince Glory and Ho- 
nour,and to themſelves Renown and Riches. 

It pleaſed God I lived to ſee the period of Her 

R aignc, atter whoſe death fone great change ( be- 
cauſe it was not vulgarly known who ſhould be her 
Succellor) was much feared, and expected. But ſee 
the mercy of God, a bright Starre from the North 
appeared, that enlghtned this Kingdome, and dried

grandfather joyn'd the Roſes, fo t! 15 Jaxres joyn'd 
the Kingdomes in umon. 

At ſuch time, as it pleaſ-d God to call Queen Fli- 
zabeth,to the refignation of Her Crowns here,and to 
receive a Crown of Immortality in Heaven,an Eng- 
l1ih Gentleman,and friend of mine was then inPars, 
2nd acct-ntly happened ro be in the Fgench Kings 
Cour, whennewes was brouchr of Her Mijeſties 
death. ths King vetrg at dinner. one of His Gentle- 
m*nthetrthen waited at His Table,rold His Majeſty, 
he b-d Tecewed Letters ont of Emvlard, that Queen 


rrttd, and demanded who ſucce:ded Her? the

Gentleman told him , that James the ſixth Kingof 
Scotland was proclaimed King, and fſetled in Her 
Throan-,and with that produced the Proclamation; 
which the French King reading , and muſfiog there- 
upon , ſuddenly brake forth into a paſſion of admi- 
rations and clapping his hand on the Table ſaid, Is 
it poflible that the King of Scozland ſhould come ts 
the Crown of England, and not one box of the eare 
given for it? The Gentleman made him this anſwer, 
Yes fir , His accefle to the Crown was with ſo ſweet 
and generall applauſe, that it might well have been 
thought. there had never been enmity between the 
two Kingdomesz whereupon the King advancing 
himſelfe from his Chaire, (wore a great oath, That 
King Iames was the bappieſt King 1n the World, for 
that he was become King of a people (meaning the 
Engliſh) who were the moſt taithfull and obedient 
in the time of Peace, and the moſt valiant in time 
of Warre. 

Theſe vertues Henry the fourth , that magnani- 
mous French King was pleaſed to attribute to the 
Fngliſh Nation, out of gratitude tothem who had 
aſited him in his warre,and had ſhewen themſelves 
brave men on his part. Certainly, he himſelfe was 
2 valiant man,and therefore loved valour 1n others; 
and as he commended their valcur , he forgot not 
their fidelity and obedience to their Prince, the 
Queen, in preſerving Her (under God) often, from 
the hands of | hoſe bloody miniſters, whom the Pope 
and Spaine had appointed,and corrupted to deſtroy 
H-r. Great pity it was ſo brave a Prince as he was, 
had not the hke obedience and fidelity 10 His or 
jects, 
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jects, the want whereof brought him to an untimely 
end, for he was by that paracide Raviliack, murthe» 
red, bya ſtab at his heart, paſſhog ia his Coach 
througha ſtreet in Paris at noon-day, | 

Our good King Jawes much lamented his death, 
and ſo did all good men of the Proteſtant Religion, 
of which it was thought he was one , but for ſome 
worldly reſpe&s durit not profetile it qpenly, which 
ſore attribute an errour in him,of deſlembl ng with 
God, who therefore ſutiered him to end his daies by 
violence. 

King James was no diſſerabler , for he profeſſed 
the true proteſtant Religion, and maintained it with 
His Pen, witnetle His Apologie toall Chriſtian Prin- 
ces, and other excellent bookes of His, which are 
His living Monuments, He was a p<aceable Prince, 
He kept warre out of His Dominions, when all the 
Princesof the World beſides were in Combuſtion; 
ſuch was His gentle nature, that he choſe rather to 
ſpend a mafle of money in Embaſlies and treaties for 
peace amongſt forraigne Princes { to ſave the effu- 
honof Chriſtian blood) then with His Sword te fide 
with any of them. 

T his kept him from having enemiesabroad, and 
He is to be accounted famous for it; but bad He 
drawn His fword in ſome aftions(as without ſcruple 
of Conſcience, he might juſtly have done, in that of 
the Palatinate ) the Engliſh Nation had not ſo long 
(like blades (hill kept ſheath'd) ruſted in their ſcab- 
berds; for to ſay truth, they were grown weake and 
cffeminat for lacke of jimployment, but that was not 
altogether the peoples fault, for had they been pr 

mitte 
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mitted (as in Queen Elizabeth; time they were) free- 
ly to make voyages into all forraine parts of the 
World where they liſt, u ou diſcoveries,or to trade, 
both they had preſerved their vigour and ſtrength, 
and this Iland had been inriched more than it is, but 
they were prevented of this good by a late tricke of 
binding up the trade and trafique into forraine paits 
in parchment, the free ſubjett cannot trade beyond 
ſeas for himſelfe, unleſle he be free of ſuch and ſuch 
a Company, which hath been a meanes that Noble- 
men and Gentlemens _— ſonnes have kept 
home, liv'd idlely and el eminately,, and ſo ruined 
their fortunes, when they might have done their 
Prince and Countrey good feryice , and gotten to 
themſelves honour, knowledge and wealth. 

Queen Elzabeth and King Tame: both had the 
wiſdomes and happineſle to keep the Woolfe from 
their owne doores, and to live in great peace and 
tranquility, within themſelves, Next to the blef- 
ſing of God, I muſt attribute that happineſle to the 
Accord of Soveraigne and Subjef, (woe be to them 
that haye now cauſed a diſcord.) And that bleſling 
God gave for the great care both Princes agd peo- 
ple had to Religion, and cleering the true light of 
the Goſpell out of the miſts and darkeclouds of po- 
pery and ſuperſtition. And in thoſe times,l mult tell 
you, 1 obſerved thoſe Venerable and Reverend 
Fathers of the Church whoſe Name and Title i 
now deſpiſed, ( 1 meane the Biſhops )) were great 
actors and inſtruments in the practice of picty and 
preaching. . 

It was then frequent with the Bilhops to preach 
at 
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atthe Court, 7axls-Crolle, Spittle, nay and in pris 
vare Pariſh-Churches, at ſnch time , as either they 
were called to Partiaments . or had other bulineſle 
in London :; and from their hps the people ſucke 
both Milke and Honey , ' ſo that then there was 
as mach runving and crowding to heare a Biſhop 
preach, 2s now there is to heare fuch as would abo- 
liſh our Common-prayer-booke , and make men 
beleeve the Lords Prayer 1s not to be uſed. Some 
of thoſe reverend Fathers are {t1]] hving, and thoſe 
that are dead, live in their workes whictithey have 
left to poſterity,as monuments of their learning.and 
vertues. 

Eneland then received much delight and comfort 
by their ſound and orthodox doctrine, for as thenl 
muſt tell you thoſe Biſhops did not in Pulpits either 
blow up the Princes Prerogative , -nor kings the 
Subjects priviledges, neither did they teach any ſe- 
ditious doctrine, no, their Sermons were inſtruti- 
ons of a good life and converſation, todo good and 
eſchew evill; mingling mercy with juſtice , and ſet» 
ting forth the rewards of righteouſnefle, and the 
puniſhments of vices and wickedneſſe, They ſpared 
not at Court to teach good government,and abroad 
to inſtrutt the people in obedience to that govern- 
ment. T hey were valiant Champions forChriſt,and 
ſtood ſtoutly out for the maintenance of the truth 
of the holy Goſpell, and as their Texts ſerved, they 
never came out of (their ſtand) the Pulpit, before 
they had given Popiſh doctrine ſuch wounds, as all 
their papiſticall Holy-water mixt with the Milke of 
Mary, could never yet cure, nor will ſo long as the

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own Dioces,But of patrons 1 of heart I ſpeake 
it) ſorne of that venerable and holy calling, by parti- 
cpating too much with temporall affaires of ſtate,as 
too SH RIG of t ordly titles and dignities , which 
withdrew therr from the trac exerciſe of their pa- 
ſtorall Calhing, «nd'in their Prelatical! government 
fed roo much auſterity,introducing abolifhe cere. 
monies,and preffing the nſec of them too hard upon 
niceconleiences, ant fo failing to purfue thegood 
preſidents of their predeceſlors, have drawne upon 
themſelves, and” that holy Calling, fcandall and 
contempt. 

And: fnee by chance I have touchr upon the 
word Ceremony, cannot bur grieve,that now, ſome 
f6 ſtrive to hxve no Ceremonievuſed about the ſer- 
vice of God, tht they would al{o baniſh ali decency 
ad ſeervly geſtare of reverence and honour in the 
performance of our dury amd fervice tothe Majeſty 
of Heaven, Theſe men; looke for reverence to be 
done to themſelves, and yet'they willdeny it unto 
Godifor which of them would not think his ſervant 
xſawcy companion to waitat his Table, or come td 
require ſomethingat his hands with his cap on his. 
head 2 ſhall we then be ruled by ſuch? Noylet others 
doas they will, the ſaving Name of Jeſus ſhall have 
my reverence, whilſt I have an Eare to heare, and a 
Knee to bow.

I ſay 1g net 
ther, for under Heaven there is not a ſweeter Prince 
of nature and diſpolitions nor ever was there a more 
faithfull & wiſe Councell aſlembled, iu Parliament 
Sure there are ſome a in England, that up» 
der hand have incenced His Majeſty and made him 
angry, it behooves us SubjeRs ro beware, forthe 
anger of a King is like the roaring of a Lygn,and the 
ragiog of maty-waters, But 1 hope my Lord the 
King will neither ſhew the fury of the one , oor the 
mercile{nefle of the other upon His SubjeQs5 apd 
that His Majeſty may be the better appeaſed let us 
all like true Hearted Engliſh men (as we are) ſbew 
our obedience and fidelity to His Majeſtyand Par-

For if any one Church will take up- 
on her to domineer and lord it over the 
faith of other Churches ; fo as not toac- 
knowledge any for her brethren , nor ad- 
mit of any into her fellowſhip and Com. 
munion,but ſuch onely as will be content 
to beleive and ſpeak jult as ſhee will have 
them,all hope isthen taken away-of ever 
ovtaining or preſerving any agreemenCin 
any differences or diſputes whatſoever. 
For the ſacred Scriptures forbid us thus to 
enſlave our ſelvesro any humane authori- 
ticand our ſole Lord and Maſter Chriſt 
Jeſus forbid*s us ro acknowledge any up- 
on earth for a Lord over our Faith and 
Conſcience: and that Church which en- 
ter Sinto'a Communion with another up- 
ontheſetermes,doth not hereby purchale 
aPeace,bur rather refigne's up her ſelfero 
amoſt unjuſt ſlavery. Onely the Church 
of Rome is come to that height of pride & 
madneſſe,chat ſhe will rake upon her to 
|excludefrom the communion of Saints,

ches as will not ſubmit their necks to that 
Antichriſtian yoake of abſolute and blind 
obedience. God of his goodnes ever keep 
off this Popiſh folly and fury from ſetting 
foot in the Proteſtant Churches : which if 
it ſhould once take place, that union of 
our Churches which ve are all bound to 
pray for,would bee no longer either tobe 
hoped or wiſh for.But (bleſſed be God 
fof it ) itis well known,there's not any of 
the Reformed Churches but doe from 
their ſoules deteſt and abhorre all fuchAn- 
tichriſtian ambition and deſire of Sove- 
raignety. And thus havel removed out of 
the way the maine Obſtacle which uſu- 
ally occaſion's a perpetuall diviſion & rent 
berwixt ſuch Churches as difter in ſome 
points, and thereby make's an union of 
choſe Churches tobecome impoffible. 

A lecond letor hinderance which may 
render the ſaid union of different Chur- 
ches (for examplezthe Saxon and Helvetian 
Churches) impols1ble,is the approbation 
and praQtice of Jdolatry inthe one, & the 
utterdeteſtation of itin the other. That of 
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the Propher Hoſea 1s well k nowne, though 


ſracl play the harlotyyet let not Judah offend: 


come yee not unto Gilgalweither goe yee up to 
Beth-aven. Likewilealſothatof the Apo- 
tle,phat agreement bath the Temple of God 
pith Idols? And a number of places more 
tothe ſame purpoſe. Neither is thac ſaying 
of Tertullian touching this matrer unwor- 
thy our obſervation, Idolatry ( {aith he ) « 
become the graud and generall fin of whole 
mankinde,the Epidemiicall diſeaſe of the whole 
world. Since therefore God fo ſeverely 
chargeth us tokeepe our ſelver from Idols & 
all kinde of Idolatry, though never ſo ſpe- 
ciouſly colour'd over, wee may well call 
that morally impoſsible which cannor be 
performed without ſome ſaine and tin- 
Qure of [dolgtry , and withour a high and 
hainous offence againſt the ſacred Maje- 
ſtie of God. 

Here then we may behold that grand 
let, whereby the Reformed Churches ( to 
their great greife of heart } are forced-to 
[hunne aCommunion wich the Church 
of Rome. For{o farre in love is ſhee with 
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her Idolls,and fo rigorouſly doth ſhee im- 
poſe the worſhipping of them upon all 
her children,that no man can be admit. 
ted into her Communion>art leaſt not con-| 
tinue in it,unleſſe he will become a norto. 
rious and down-righrt [dolater. If tic cafe 
ſo tood,that the Germane Churches could 
notenter into and enjoy a bleſſed Unity 
and Peace one with another, except they 
muſt be required and bound cither to pra- 
Riſe an (dolatrous worlhip, or atthe leaſt 
ro beleive and profeſle thar ſuch praftice 
isnotunlawfull, I would not ſtick to at- 
hrme thata Communion which cannot 
be had but upon ſuch hard conditions sis 
indeed impolsible to bee had - ſince ( as 
Lawyers uſetoſpeake ) wee can doe onelyſ0 
much, as may lawfully be done byge. 

And here we have juſt cauſe to bleſle 
God, thatthe Reformed Churches ( al- 
though they have not the happineſle to a- 
greein all matters of leſſer moment) yer 
doe they all of them by his grace unani- 
mouſlly conſpire &joyne together againſt 
Idolatry, fo as not onely to condemne, but 
allo] 
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allo to beat downe and aboliſh it: inlo- |; 
| much thatif atthis very houre they were |; 
' all diſpoſed and deſirous to joyne hands 
and ſtrike aleagueof amiry and union , ir 
might be done withour any the leaſt dan- 
ger of [dolatry. Away then with that pre- 
' tended impolsibility of a Reconciliation, 
crounded upon the perill of [dolatry : nor | 
Jet any ſuch falſe ſurmiles weaken the 
heart or hands of any religious Chriſtian | 
 fromgoing on with fo good a worke. 
Thethird & laſt Obſtacle which doth 
block up the way to anunion & render*s 
it impoſsible, is the differing of ſeverall | 
Churches about ſome fundamental point 
of Faith, neceſſary to be knowneand be- 
leived byevery chriſtianupon paine & pe- 
rill oferernall damnation , ſo as that the 
one {1de doth (olidly hold and maintaine 
the other heretcically denie's and oppo- 
ſe's it. For to be at peace with Heretickes 
whogoe aboutro undermine and ſubvert 
the foundation of our Chriſtian faith, 
whar is it elſe bur to revolt fram Chriſt 
the rocke on which the Church is foun- | 
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ded & built ? Of this laſt Obſtacle, becauſe 
iris of ſpeciall uſe and moment, I ſhall 
treace ſomeyyhat more at large. 

Inthefirſt place therefore , I conceive 
thatto bea Fundamentall point, which 
(by the ordination of God revealing ſuch 
atruth) is of ſuch neceſsity unto ſalvation 
robe knowne and aflented unto, as that a 
bare Ignorance,wuch more a wilfull Op. 
poſition of itcarries with it a certaine pe- 
rill of excluſion from the kingdome of 
heaven. Divines now-adaies have no 
Commiſsion toinventor coine any new 
Articles ofthis nature, and obtrude them 
on Gods Church : that which was not 
fundamentall in the Apoſtolicall and Pri- 
mitivetimes, all our affertions and alter- 
cations and Anathema's will neyer bee 
ableto make it ſuch. 

Theſefrftand fundamentall Trueths, 
colle&ed our of the whole body of the 
Scriptures & put together inthe Apoſtles 
Creed,make up that Rule of Faich which 
S. Auſtin terme's pufillir magniſe, commu- 
nemd common Rule for all men,both great & 
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|ſmal: and which is by him accounted ne- 

 ceſſary to bee beleived conſtantly by all. 
| Con cerning the which,that ſpeech of Hi- 
lary allois muchtothe ſameeffeRt , ti owr 
ſafeſt and be$t courſe to bold fait that firſs & 
| onely- Evangelical Faithywbich we made con- 
| feſcion of at our Baptiſme. And to theſe fun- 
| damencall Trueths che Apotle (I beleive) 
had an eye,when ke ſtiled Titus, his ewne 
\ſonne [ & xentw' mow | after the common 
| Faith. This common Faith laid downe in 
the Apoſtles Creed,propoſethto all Chri- 
ſtians,to bebelceived by them , the won- 
derfull Production of all creatures out of 
nothing , the unſearchable myſterie ofthe 
glorious Trinitie,the fruit & benefit thar 
redound's to miſerable ſinners from the 
Incarnation, Paſsion » ReſurreQion » and 
Glorification of Chriſt; &, what follows 
thereupon, the Redemption of mankind, 
the Sanification of the Ele, the Com- 
munion of Saints the Remiſsion of fins, 
the ReſurreRion of mens bodies , and the 
Clorifying of the Faithfull. 


He that belcive's all which wee have 
here 
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here compriſed in this ſhort Creed , and 
endeavour'sto lead his life according to 
the Commandements rs of our 
Saviour Chriſt,cannot juſtly be denied the 
ticle of a Chriſtian , nor expelled the Tel. 
lowſhip and communion of any Chri. 
tian Church wharlocver. On the other 
ſide, He char ſhall deny or oppole any one 
of the ſaid Articles,alchough he arrogate 
ro himſelfe the nameof a Chriſtian , yetis 
hetobeexcluded and baniſhed the {ocie- 
ty of all orthodoxe and ſound Chriſtians.

When thisisoneedone zrhear nexreate 
muſt berthac theſe fundarnentalls be'cx+ 
preſſed and publiſhed afrer a breite and 
perſpicuous manner, and ptopounided to 
the publike accepration and approbation 
of all the Churches. Corte ſtmper [uist in 
pane ich Tertahian; certaine and andoub- 
ted TYaetbs art wot many;and they are/Ach as 
may be detipered in 4 few wort; wrhaciotvcr 
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is neceſlary for a Chriſtian man's {alvati- 
onto be knowne by him; and whatſoe- 
ver is conducible to render us holy or crer: 
nally happy; it isall of itplaineand obyi+ 
ous. Here's no uſe either of (ubtle & acute 
diſtintions or of any long and tedious 
explications, which are oftimes uſed nor 
for the building up of Chriſtians in the 
fundamenrall faith, but rather to favour 
and furtherthe different opinions of pri- 
yate Doctors. In a word , here's no ale of 
any Metaphyſicall formalities and abſtra- 
ed notions; which ſerve only to perplex 
and confound the learned and to dererre| 
ſuchas areunlearned from embracing the 
Catholike Faith; but doe nos any waycn- 
clinethe heans either of -one or otherto 
yeild aſſent and beleife to the fundamen- 
tall points of Faith. 

After they have procceded thus far, ha- 
ving drawn upa breite and plaine Forme 
of all ſuch Points as are by them judged to 
appertaine untothe {ubſtance of chat com- 
mon Faith which is neceflary to be known

Prefſc,letrhem fcſt be purged of all gall & 
bitterneſſe, which otherwiſe would bur 
rub up and renew the old ſore of ſtrife & 
contergion amonglt brethren. 

Secondly, Becauſe no man can with pa-| 
tience heare himlelfe branded withHere- 
ſie,hecd muſtbe taken that none be ſlan- 
dered with the name of Neſtorian, Emy: 


(chjan,or any other condemned Hereticke, 
lo long as he doth expreſly denie and dil- 
claimerthe damnd Opinions of ſuch He- 
'reticks: ſeeing itis utterly impolsible that 
ever they ſhould continue firme in a bro- 
therly Communion and concord, who 
for every petty difference in Opinion ceale 
not by ſuch reproachfull and reviling 
rexmes to provoke and exaſperate one an- 
other.
